Long  graceful  stems  and  flower  spikes  with  extra  large  flowers,  also 
^  an  earlier  flowering  habit  than  the  branching  Bismarcks,  are  the 
strong  points  for  this  strikingly  fine  class.  Furthermore,  our  records 
and  that  of  other  growers  clearly  prove  them  more  profitable  than  the 
branching  kind,  especially  for  market  growers.  Their  cultural  require¬ 
ments  do  not  differ  from  the  branching  class,  except  that  they  must  be 
spaced  close. 

Not  all  varieties  generally  listed  as  such  are  really  non-branching.  The 
intermediate  varieties  produce  two  or  three,  sometimes  more,  strong 
breaks  with  flowers  poorly  spaced.  Thru  extensive  single  plant  selection 
work  on  all  the  six  colors  we  offer,  we  have  made  them  98%  or  better, 
non-branching,  except  our  Ball  White  and  Malmaison  that  belong  to  the 
Champion  Long -stemmed  Column  type.  This  class  differs  from  the  Excel¬ 
sior  Column  type  in  being  longer  stemmed,  also  in  producing  a  few  weak 
breaks  from  about  the  base  of  the  flower  spike,  —  none  at  all  below  that 
point,  and  these  few  breaks  are  easily  rubbed  out. 


PROPORTION  OF  DOUBLES 

It  is  more  difficult  to  maintain  a  dependably  high  percentage  of  doubles 
in  the  non-branching  than  in  the  branching  class,  except  in  the  variety 
Lilac  Lavender  that  remains  comparatively  high  year  after  year.  The 
percentage  of  doubles  given  for  each  variety  we  offer  we  find  depend¬ 
able,  except  Chamois  Pink  that  we  find  exceedingly  difficult  to  maintain 
with  a  fair  percentage  of  doubles.  It  will  be  noted  that  we  are  offering 
two  strains  of  this. 

Please  remember  that  double  flowering  strains  can  only  be  selected 
from  the  singles,  double  flowers  being  entirely  sterile  in  all  stocks.  When 
we  realize  the  determined  effort  nature  makes  to  produce  seed  and  that 
this  must  be  done  thru  the  singles  only,  the  difficulty  of  maintaining  high 
percentages  of  doubles  will  be  appreciated. 

In  conclusion,  do  not  pass  judgment  on  a  strain  until  it  is  in  full  flower, 
because  the  singles  are  the  first  to  open  and  are  followed  by  the  doubles.

IN  GROWING  STOCKS 


Our  Non-branchins  Stocks  BALL  WHITE  hit  it  just  right  for  Easter.  Sown  Nov.  1  in  flats,  transplanted  from  the 
seed  flats  to  these  beds  a  month  later.  Run  them  quite  cold,  around  40°  nights.  No  harm  in  lowering  it  even 
to  freezing,  in  fact  low  temperature  strengthens  the  stems  and  flowers.  Temperature  can  be  increased  some  if 

necessary  without  harm.  Nice  Easter  crop,  isn’t  it. 


A  FEW  fundamental  points  that  must  be  observed  everywhere  should  be  of  interest.  Stocks  are 
moderate  temperature  plants.  When  exposed  to  prolonged  excessive  heat  before  the  buds 
are  set,  they  will  come  blind,  producing  only  a  heavy  growth  of  foliage.  For  this  reason 
they  are  not  satisfactory  outdoors  where  summers  are  very  hot.  Also  for  this  reason  the  winter  crop 
should  not  be  started,  in  the  latitude  of  Chicago,  earlier  than  July  20,  —  perhaps  10  days  later  as  far 
south  as  St.  Louis.  For  the  same  reason  we  do  not  sow  later  than  February  10-15.  More  losses  thru 
blind  growth  seem  to  occur  from  late  spring  sowing  than  thru  gettirig  started  too  early  in  the  summer. 
This  applies  to  both  branching  and  non-branching. 

The  earliest  flowering  varieties,  such  as  Chamois  Pink  and  perhaps  Lilac  Lavender  in  the  non¬ 
branching  and  most  of  the  Bismarcks  if  disbudded,  can  be  flowered  for  Christmas  without  artificial  lights 
if  started  not  later  than  July  20,  grown  on  a  raised  bed  and  a  night  temperature  of  50-54°  with  10-12° 
higher  during  the  day.  Fdowever,  they  might  miss  it  if  November  and  December  should  be  excessively 
dark.  But  we  find  a  January  crop  almost  as  valuable  as  one  at  Christmas.  Mid-winter  Stocks  produce 
a  harder  growth  with  less  chance  of  wilting  on  a  raised  6  in.  bed  than  on  the  ground.  The  later  planting 
for  March  to  May  flowering  does  fine  in  a  deep  ground  bed.  A  planting  in  late  October  or  November 
can  be  flowered  for  Easter  of  most  dates,-  they  can  safely  be  run  very  cold  to  hold  them  back  if  too 
early  or  pushed  some  with  heat  if  necessary.  A  January  1  sowing,  planted  out  a  month  later  and  a  night 
temperature  of  50°  maintained,  will  make  Mother’s  Day.  As  these  lines  are  written  we  are  harvesting 
a  Mother’s  Day  crop,  seed  sown  January  15  and  seedlings  planted  February  15.  Chamois  Pink  is 
hitting  it  just  right,  but  our  Ball  White  and  Lilac  Lavender  are  about  a  week  late.  Much  depends  on 
the  total  sunshine.  To  get  a  strong  growth,  clean  of  rot  about  the  base,  we  find  it  necessary  to  either 
steam  sterilize  or  saturate  the  soil  thoroly  with  hot  water.  If  in  doubt  about  the  effect  of  this  on  your 
soil,  leave  an  untreated  check  plot.  Much  loss  is  sustained  in  Stocks  thru  this  form  of  stem  rot  that  we 
get  away  from  nearly  100%  thru  sterilizing  the  soil  as  suggested.  Also,  we  have  had  perfect  stands 
in  beds  in  which  the  plants  have  rotted  out  nearly  100%  by  removing  about  2  in.  of  the  top  soil  and  re¬ 
placing  with  fresh.  We  have  frequently  done  this  during  mid-winter  when  all  the  soil  could  not  be  re¬ 
placed.  And  don’t  forget  that  Stocks  enjoy  a  well  enriched  soil  with  plenty  water  when  in  full  growth. 

We  space  Non-Branching  Stocks  7  in.  between  the  rows  and  23^  in.  in  the  row.  When  the  plants 
are  about  6  in.  high,  we  remove  the  weakest,  usually  4  to  5,  from  a  4  ft.  row.  We  have  proven  to  our 
satisfaction  that  four  of  the  weakest  plants  out  of  five  will  become  singles. 

For  market  growers,  especially,  Non-Branching  Stocks  are  most  profitable.

PLEASE  NOTE:  Our  figures  on  percentages  of  double  Rowers  are  from  actual  count.  We  occasionally  get  reports 
on  these  same  strains  of  75-80%  double.  We  know  that  an  actual  count  would  not  bear  this  out.  On  the  other  hand 
reports  come  in  on  this  same  stock  to  the  effect  that  nearly  all  are  single.  We  know  that  usually  such  are  estimates 
made  on  the  first  Rowers  to  open  and  that  are  always  the  singles.  Because  of  the  several  strains  of  Ball  White  and  Chamois 
Pink  we  offer  this  season,  we  are  numbering  all  varieties  offered.  Use  these  numbers  and  names  to  avoid  possible  errors. 

NO.  1.  LILAC  LAVENDER. 

Highly  attractive,  clear  bright  lavender.  The  most  valuable  cut  Rower  color  in  any  market.  Medium  long-stemmed 
and  fairly  early  Rowering.  Produces  fully  99%  non-branching  stems,  and  for  a  number  of  years  this  variety  has 
averaged  65-70%  double  Rowers.  We  have  a  good  supply  of  seed  of  this  variety  ready  for  immediate  delivery.

BRANCHING  TYPE  STOCKS 


OF  THE  various  branching  classes  the  Bismarcks  are  clearly  the  best  for  cut  Rower  purposes.  They  are  some  earlier, 
not  inclined  to  branch  so  heavily,  and  the  proportion  of  doubles  is  generally  better  than  will  be  found  in  the 
other  classes.  Very  good,  non-branching,  long-stemmed  flowers  can  be  grown  by  using  the  branching  kind 
and  disbudding  them.  For  this  purpose  plant  close,  as  suggested  for  the  non-branching.  As  the  center  Rower  spike 
draws  up,  laterals  will  appear  about  the  top  of  the  stem.  It  is  just  as  important  and  necessary  to  remove  these  side 
growths  as  it  is  to  disbud  mums.  Failure  to  do  so  will  result  in  soft  worthless  stock.  A  retail  grower  should  space 
part  of  his  branching  kind  about  6x8,  and  top  when  about  8  in.  tall.

The  present  cut  flower  strain  of  Calendula  was  originated  by  us  15  years  ago.  All  varieties 
in  this  fine  long-stemmed  class  are  of  our  production.  Furthermore,  we  continue  to  devote  a 
large  area  of  our  glass  to  improving  the  present  strains  and  to  developing  new  ones.  We  feel 
very  sure  that  better  strains  of  Calendula  are  not  available  than  we  are  offering  today. 


CULTURE 

With  every  lot  of  seed  we  send 
out,  a  circular  is  enclosed  detailing 
our  methods  of  culture  that  will  in¬ 
sure  fine  stock  if  the  suggestions 
offered  are  carried  out.  A  few 
fundamental  points  follow:  The 
most  profitable  crop  is  the  one 
started  August  1  in  our  latitude. 
This  gets  into  full  crop  for  Christmas 
and  January.  As  far  south  as  Cin¬ 
cinnati  the  sowing  for  this  should 
be  made  10  days,  possibly  2  weeks, 
later  and  be  in  good  shape  for 
Christmas.  We  sow  in  our  c  loth 
aster  houses  to  protect  the  seedlings 
from  the  same  “yellows”  that  in¬ 
fects  asters.  This  disease  is  carried 
by  the  leaf  hopper  that  is  screened 
out  with  aster  cloth.  If  a  cloth 
house  is  not  available,  sow  in  an 
outdoor  frame  and  protect  with 
aster  house  cloth.  This  precaution 
may  not  be  so  necessary  in  all  sec¬ 
tions  as  it  is  with  us. 


In  sowing  during  mid-summer,  es¬ 
pecially  outdoors,  be  sure  to  cover  A  Christmas  Crop  of  Our  Ball  Calendula 

the  seed  fairly  deep  and  maintain 

the  soil  uniformly  moist.  Failure  to  watch  this  explains  why  the  seed  doesn’t  grow,  —  sometimes. 
To  get  a  strong  growth,  with  flowers,  that  won  t  wilt,  it  is  necessary  to  use  a  light  hou  se,  and  the 
stems  draw  up  much  better  in  a  deep  ground  bed  tho  nice  flowers  are  grown  on  raised  beds.  In  pre¬ 
paring  the  soil  use  well  rotted  manure  freely.  Little  danger  in  over  doing  it.  After  the  young  stock 
is  well  started,  we  top  dress  several  times  during  the  season  with  a  balanced  fertilizer.  About 
September  1,  we  transplant  into  the  greenhouse  or  flowering  beds,  spacing  them  12  x  12  in.  To  get 
an  even  stand,  discard  the  weak  or  small  seedlings,-  or  if  they  can’t  be  spared,  plant  such  by  themselves- 
Calendula  are  strictly  cool  temperature  plants.  42-45°  nights  with  10-15°  higher  days  should  be  the 
limit,  except  about  the  holidays  when  they  can  be  temporarily  warmed  up  some. 


Of  a  good  strain  of  Calendula  less  than  1  %  will  come  single  and  such  are  weak,  flower  early,  and 
should  be  removed  for  they  are  worthless.  Why  do  many  come  single,  —  sometimes?  Unfavorable 
conditioning  or  treatment  or  check  to  the  growth,  such  as  too  much  heat,  not  enough  moisture  or 
fertility  in  the  soil,  a  mess  of  greenfly  drawing  the  life  out  of  them,-  in  fact,  they  tend  to  come  single, 
the  better  to  enable  them  to  produce  seed  or  reproduce  themselves,  when  any  unfavorable  cultural 
conditions  threaten  their  life.  As  the  crop  becomes  cut  down,  the  weakening  effect  it  has  on  the 
plants  will  leave  nearly  all  that’s  left  single.

Our  Ball  Rose  Improved  is  shown  in  the 
foreground,  White  Harmony  in  the  back  and  our  Ball  Orange,  the  most  vivid  of  all  orange  peas, 
is  shown  on  the  left.  These  fields,  as  well  as  our  crops  under  glass,  are  under  our  close,  personal 
supervision  and  we  are  very  sure  that  more  carefully  rogued  and  handled  seed  cannot  be  had 

from  any  source. 


PLEASE 

NOTE 


The  lack  of  germination  frequently  complained  of,  especially  during  hot 
weather,  is  not  due  to  dead  seed  but  to  rot  in  the  soil  that  attacks  it.  The 
past  few  years  we  have  treated  Sweet  Pea  and  some  other  seed,  for  our 
own  use,  with  a  material  known  as  Cuprocide,  or  red  oxide,  and  we  find 
it  a  real  protection  against  rot.  We  have  decided,  beginning  July  1,  to 
treat  all  Sweet  Pea  seed  we  sell  with  this  material  unless  requested  not  to  do  so.  When  so  treated, 
the  seed  must  not  be  soaked  in  water  to  swell  before  sowing  as  is  sometimes  done. 

In  sowing  at  any  time  do  so  in  fresh  or  sterilized,  and  fairly  moist  soil.  Cover  about  a  half  inch 
and  apply  no  water,  but  protect  the  surface  soil  from  undue  drying  until  the  seed  comes  thru. 

All  the  seed  we  are  sending  out  was  tested  for  germination  during  June,  and  we  know  that  it 
will  grow  if  you  give  it  a  chance  to  do  so. 


CULTURAL  NOTES 


TFHE  past  season  we  produced  an  unusually  successful  crop  of  mid-winter  peas.  The  method  used 
might  be  of  interest.  The  sowing  was  made  July  15,  in  soil  that  was  thoroly  saturated  with  hot 
water  that  was  piped  from  the  blow-off  of  our  steam  boiler.  The  water  entered  the  soil  at  a 
temperature  of  185°  and  was  pushed  well  into  the  lower  soil.  All  the  watering  was  done  by  means 
of  sub-irrigating,  thru  4  in.  drain  tile  buried  16  in.  below  the  surface.  No  water  at  all  was  applied 
to  the  surface  at  any  stage  of  their  growth,  except  the  little  that  hit  it  thru  syringing  for  spider  during 
the  heat  of  summer.  This  left  the  top  soil  loose  thruout  the  growing  season.  It  also  prevented  that 
excessive  atmospheric  moisture  during  mid-winter  that  is  largely  responsible  for  a  brown  spot  disease 
and  mildew,  that  has  always  destroyed  much  lower  foliage  for  us.  The  foliage  on  our  plants  was  clean 
thruout  their  life,  from  the  ground  up.  Frequent  use  was  made  of  a  German  sulphur  machine,  and  this 
may  have  been  partly  responsible  for  controlling  spot  and  mildew,-  but  we  believe  the  absence  of 
muddy  soil  and  damp  atmosphere  following  the  ordinary  watering  were  factors  in  maintaining  the 
foliage,  and  the  good  foliage  helped  the  growth. 

The  favorable  conditions  we  seem  to  have  maintained  for  early  sown  Peas  has  induced  us  to  sow  a 
month  earlier  this  season.  By  doing  so  we  will  have  the  growth  so  well  hardened  when  the  dark  days 
set  in  that  bud  drop  will  be  controlled.

SNAPDRAGONS 


The  LONGER  we  grow  snaps  as  a  greenhouse  crop  the  more  we  are  convinced  that  the  control  of  moisture,  both 
in  the  air  arid  >31  the  roots,  is  of  much  importance.  It’s  the  free,  careless  use  of  water,  we  believe,  that  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  buds  falling  during  vyinter,  leaving  a  partly  bare  flower  spike.  Also  for  various  forms  of  rot,  most  of  which 
we  knovy  are  controlled  by  a  brisk  dry  atmosphere.  No  question  about  this.  Many  of  these  diseases,  such  as  Boytritis, 
are  soil  borne,  and  could  be  sterilized 
out  with  steam,  but  favorable  conditions. 


both  atmospheric  and  a  weakened  host 
plant,  must  be  set  up  before  any  of  these 
forms  of  rot  will  spread.  A  mid-winter 
greenhouse  is  usually  charged  with  ex¬ 
cessive  moisture,  as  you  note  on  entering 
one  if  you  wear  glasses.  Some  plants  are 
favored  under  such  conditions,  but  not 
snaps.  So  maintain  a  light  atmosphere  at 
all  times.  To  this  end  watering  should 
not  be  done  during  winter  without  every 
chance  of  the  air  and  the  plants  drying 
thoroly  by  dark.  And,  of  course,  during 
winter  the  soil  should  not  be  watered 
unless  fairly  dry  to  the  bottom.  This 
attention  to  moisture  control  will  also 
prevent  the  spread  of  rust,  that  is  easily 
held  in  check,  at  least  here  in  the  middle 
west,  until  the  coming  of  high  spring 
temperatures  and  exhausted  growth. 

While  moisture  control  is  important  in 
producing  a  firm  disease-resistant  growth, 
controlling  soil  fertility  is  yet  another 
factor. 

Excessive  attention  to  "feeding”  can 
easily  get  growth  into  an  over-soft  con¬ 
dition  that,  under  much  dark  weather, 
will  leave  it  open  to  any  rot  it  is  subject 
to.  We  have  noted  snapdragons  in 
England  growing  out  of  the  cracks  in 
rock  walls,  making  a  sturdy  growth  too.  At  least  this  proves  that  Antirrhinums,  as  they  are  referred  to  in  all  languages, 
are  not  at  home  in  a  swamp  and  that  is  what  some  deep  ground  beds  in  a  greenhouse  might  become.  While  we  can 
not  produce  a  profitable  growth  on  a  stone  wall,  we  should  at  least  recognize  the  fact  that  snaps  can  be  easily  over 
fed  and  over  watered.  Unless  ground  beds  are  thoroly  drained,  raised  beds  produce  the  safest  growth  for  mid-winter 
flowering.

Yellow  Cheviot  Maid.  (Frank  Volz.)  We  believe  the  Cheviot  Maid  growth  and  early  flowering 
habit  to  be  the  most  nearly  ideal  of  any  winter-flowering  strain.  This  new  yellow  is  a  break 
from  the  pink,  with  a  good  strong  yellow  color. 

White  Cheviot  Maid.  (J.  S.  Yoder  &  Son).  Another  Cheviot  Maid  break  and  into  a  color  we  need.

Celestial.  (New  yellow).  (Witterstaetter).  The  originator  of  Rose  Queen,  Afterglow,  and  New 
Cincinnati  has  rounded  out  his  strain  with  this  new,  fairly  deep,  long-spiked  yellow  that  we 
believe  will  become  as  valuable  as  the  earlier  ones.  This  strain,  from  which  all  Witterstaetter 
varieties  are  worked  out,  is  not  so  early  flowering  and  will  stand  an  earlier  start  for  this  reason. 
The  following  3  new  Breitmeyer  varieties,  released  this  season  are  of  a  large  flowered,  heavy 
spiked  strain.  We  have  frequently  examined  the  originator’s  growing  stock  and  have  found  it 
clean  and  all  3  varieties  attractive. 

Daybreak.  Briarcliffe  rose  pink.  Vigorous  growth  with  heavy  flower  spikes. 

Sunset.  A  heavy  spiked  golden  bronze.  Exceptionally  large  flowered. 

Captor.  Pure  white,  long-stemmed  and  flowers  thruout  the  winter.

ANNUAL  LARKSPUR 


A  MOST  widely  used  half-hardy  annual  for  cutting 
both  for  the  greenhouse  and  outdoors.  After 
the  seed  is  germinated,  its  culture  is  simple,  tho 
in  common  with  most  crops.  Larkspur  respond  to  a 
well  enriched  deep  soil.  Moderate  temperature  and 
a  moist  soil  are  necessary  to  the  germination  of  the 
seed.  It  rarely  germinates  when  hot.  Last  May  we 
made  an  outdoor  sowing  without  getting  a  trace  of 
germination.  On  September  20,  I  happened  to  look 
over  this  same  sowing  and  found  it  coming  thru  100%, 
and  it,  of  course,  was  '33  crop  seed.  When  the  new 
crop  seed  comes  in,  usually  late  in  August,  we  un¬ 
failingly  destroy  all  carried  over  stock.  A  January 
sowing  grown  in  a  50°  house  gets  in  around  May  1 
and  is  in  fine  shape  thru  that  month.  For  outdoors, 
a  fall  sowing  gets  in  earliest,-  but  one  made  as  early  in 
the  spring  as  possible  is  more  certain  to  make  a  stand. 
For  a  succession,  sow  every  two  weeks  until  May  1  — 
for  our  latitude. 

The  Base  Branching  class,  also  know'n  as  the  Imperial  or  Spiral, 
improves  the  original  Stock-flowered  in  being  somewhat  longer 
stemmed.  The  Hyacinth-flowered  type  produces  but  one  long 
non-branching  flower  spike.  They  do  well  on  a  raised  or 
shallow  bed  where  the  growth  can  be  hardened  some,  but 
on  a  deep  ground  bed,  especially  if  grown  cold,  they  produce 
hollow  stems  that  break  easily  in  handling. 


Our  greenhouse  crops  of  Larkspur  keep  us  in  direct 
touch  with  the  value  of  varieties  and  market  colors.  If 
you  are  not  familiar  with  them,  our  suggestions  for  the 
best  colors  thru  stars  (*)  should  be  of  interest.

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CALCEOLARIAS 


Germinating  this  fine  seed  calls  for  dose 
attention.  It  should  not  be  covered.  Pre¬ 
pare  a  mixture  of  screened  peat  moss,  sand, 
and  light  soil.  Level  it  perfectly  in  a  flat  and 
thoroly  saturate  with  hot  water.  When  fairly  dry 
and  smoothed  over,  spread  the  seed  thin.  Mois¬ 
tening  with  a  fine  spray  will  partly  bury  the  seed, 
after  which  it  should  be  protected  closely  from 
air  currents,  in  a  heavily  shaded  house,  covering 
with  a  piece  of  glass,  slightly  tilted  on  one  end 
is  all  right.  Watch  closely  for  uniform  moisture 
without  getting  it  too  wet.  When  large  enough, 
transplant  23^  in.  apart  into  flats,  using  a  some 
heavier  soil  mixture  as  they  increase  in  size.  They 
must  not  be  exposed  to  sunshine,  especially  to¬ 
wards  spring,  and  uniform  soil  moisture  is  im¬ 
portant  at  all  times.  Greenfly  must  be  held  down 
by  regularly  fumigating.  Remember  that  calceo¬ 
larias  are  very  much  a  cool  temperature  plant. 
Earliest  sowing  should  be  ma  de  in  July.  An 
October  1  sowing  makes  nice  4  in.  pot  plants 
for  Mother’s  Day.
